11 And whoſoever ſhall 
not receive you, nor hear you, 
when ye depart thence, ſhake 
off the duſt under your feet, 
for a teſtimony againſt them. 
Verily I fay unto you, it ſhall 
be more tolerable for Sodom

12 And they went out, and 
preached that men ſhould re- 
pent. 

13 And they caſt out many 
devils, and anointed with oil 
many that were ſick, and heal- 
ed them. 

14 And king Herod heard 
of him (for his name was ſpread 
abroad) and he ſaid, That John 
the Baptiſt was riſen from the 
dead, and therefore mighty 
works do ſhew forth them- 
ſelves in him.

19 Therefore * _ 
a quarrel againſt him, an 
would have killed him, but 
ſhe could not. 

20 For Herod feared John, 
knowing that he was a juſt 
man, and an holy, and ob- 
ſerved him, and when he 
heard him, he did many things, 
and heard him gladly. 

21 And when a convenient 
day was come, that Herod on 
his birth-day made a ſupper to 
his lords, high captains, and 
chief eſtates of Galilee: | 

22 And when the daughter 
of the ſaid Herodias came in, 
and danced, and pleaſed He- 
rod, and them that fat with 
him, the king ſaid unto the 
damſel, Aſk of me whatſo- 
ever thou wilt, and I will 
give it thee. 


23 And he ſware unto her, 


Whatſoever thou ſhalt aſk of 
me, I will give it thee, unto 
the half of my kingdom. 

24 And ſhe went forth, and 
ſaid unto her mother, What 
ſhall I aſk ?

16 ¶ No man when he hath 
lighted a candle, covereth it 
with a veſſel, or putteth it un- 
der a bed: but ſetteth it on a 
candleſtick, that they which 
enter in may ſee the light. 

17 For nothing is ſecret, 
that ſhall not be made mant- 
feſt : neither any thing hid, 
that ſhall not be known, and

how. ye hear : for whoſoever

18 He that believeth on 
him, is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not, is condemn- 
ed already, becauſe he hath not 
believed in the name of the 
only-begotten Son of God. 

19 And this is the condem- 


nation, that light is come into 


the world, and men loved 
darkneſs rather than light, be- 
cauſe their deeds were evil. 
20 For every one that doeth 
evil, hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, left his 
deeds ſhould be reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth, 
cometh to the light, that his 
deeds may be made manifeſt, 
that they are wrought in God. 

22 After theſe things 

came

into the land of Judea, and 
there he tarried with them, 
and baptized. 

23 J And John alſo was 
baptizing in Enon, near to 
Salim, becauſe there was much

25 C Then there aroſe a 
geſtion between /ome of Johns 
dipl and the Jews, about 
purity ing. 

26 And they came unto John, 
and faid unto him, Rabbi, he 
that was with thee beyond Jor- 
dan, to whom thou bareſt wit- 
neſs, behold, the ſame baptiz- 
eth, and all men come to him. 

27 John anſwered and ſaid, 
A man can receive nothing, 
except it be given him from 
heaven. | 

28 Ye yourſelves bear me 
witneſs, that I ſaid, I am not 
the Chriſt, but that I am ſent 
before him. 

29 He that hath the bride, 
is the bridegroom : but the 


friend of the bridegroom, which 


ſtandeth and heareth him, re- 
joiceth greatly becauſe of the 
bridegrooms voice : this my 
Joy therefore. is fulfilled. 

30 He mult increaſe, but I 
muſt decreaſe. 

31 He that cometh from a- 
bove, is above all: he that is of

concerning Chriſt, 
the earth, is earthly, and ſpeak- 
eth of the earth: he that com- 
eth from heaven, is above all. 

32 And what he hath ſeenand 
heard, that he teſtifieth; and no 
man receiveth his teſtimony. 

33 He that hath received 
his teſtimony, hath ſet to his 
ſea], that God 1s true. 

34 For he whom God hath 
ſent ſpeaketh the words of 
God : for God giveth not the 
Spirit by meaſure unto him. 

35 The Father loveth the 
Son, and hath given all things 
into his hand. 

36 He that believeth on the 
Son, hath everlaſting life: and 
he that believeth not the Son, 
ſhall not ſee life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.

HEN therefore the 
Lord knew how the 
Phariſees had heard that Jefus

Jeſus faith unto her, Give me 
to drink. 
8 Forhis diſciples were gone 
away unto the city to buy meat. 
9 Then faith the woman of 
Samaria unto him, How is it 
that thou, being a Jew, aſkeſt 


drink of me, which am a wo- J 


man of Samaria? for the Jews 
have no dealings with the Sa- 
maritans. 

10 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
unto her, If thou kneweſt the 
gift of God, and who it is that 
faith to thee, G1ye me to drink; 


thou wouldeſt have aſked of 


him, and he would have given 
thee living water. 

11 The woman faith unto 
him, Sir, thou haſt nothing to 
draw with, and the well is 
deep : from whence then haſt 
thou that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than 

our father Jacob, which gave 
us the well, and drank there- 
of himſelf, and his children, 
and his cattle ? 

13 Jeſus anſwered and faid 
unto her, Whoſoever drinketh 
. of this water ſhall thirſt again : 
14 But whoſoever drinketh 

of the water that I ſhall give 
him, ſhall never thirſt : but

21 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Wo 
man, believe me, the hour com-

11 He anſwered them, He 
that made me whole, the ſame

What man is that which ſaid 
A unto thee, Take up thy bed, 
and walk ? 


13 And he that was healed, 


Jviſt not who it was: for Je- 
Jus had conveyed himſelf away, 
Ja mulcitude being in hat place. 


14 Afterward Jeſus findet 
no man ; but hath committed 


him in the temple, and ſaid 
unto him, Behold, thou art 


made whole: ſin no more, leſt 


a worle thing come unto thee. 
15 The man departed, and 
told the Jews that it was Jeſus 
which had made him whole. 
16 And therefore did the 
Jews perſecute Jeſus, and 
ſought to ſlay him, becauſe he 
had done theſe things on the 
ſabbath- day.

4 For there is no man that 
doeth any thing in ſecret, and 
he himſelf ſeeketh to be known 
openly : If thou do theſe things, 
ſhew thyſelf to the world.

6 Then Jeſus ſaid unto them, 
My time 1s not yet come : but 
your time is alway ready. 

7 The world cannot hate 
you; but me it hateth, be- 
cauſe I teſtify of it, that the 
works thereof are evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feaſt : 
I go not up yet unto this feaſt, 
for my time is not yet full 
cOme. 

9 When he had faid theſe 

words unto them, he abode 
ſtill in Galilee: 
10 © But when his brethren 
were gone up, then went he 
allo up unto the feaſt, not open- 
ly, but as it were in ſecret, 

11 Then the Jews fought 
him at the feaft, and faid, 
Where 1s he? | 

12 And there was much 
murmuring among the people 


concerning him: for ſome fad, 


Chap. vii.

He is a good man: other ſaid, 
Nay ; but he deceiveth the 


people. 
13 Howbeit, no man ſpake 


openly of him, for fear of

20 The people anſwered 
and ſaid, Thou haſt a devil:

21 Jeſus anſwered and faid 
unto them, I have done one 
work, and ye all marvel. 

22 Moſes therefore gave 
unto you circumciſion (not be- 
cauſe it is of Moſes, but of the 
fathers) and ye on theſabbath-

236 Then ſaid ſome of them

37 In the Jaſt day, that 
great day of the feaſt, Jeſus 
ſtood and cried, ſaying, If any 
man thirſt, let him come un- 
to me, and drink. 

38 He that believeth on 
me, as the {ſcripture hath ſaid, 
out of his belly ſhall flow ri- 
vers of living water, 

39 (But this ſpake he of the 
Spirit, which they that believe 


on him, ſhould receive: for 


the holy Ghoſt was not yet 


given, becauſe that Jeſus was 


not yet glorified) 

40 J Many of the people 
therefore, when they heard 
this ſaying, ſaid, Of a truth 
this is the prophet.

41 Others ſaid, This is the 
Chriſt; But ſome ſaid, Shall 
Chriſt come out of Galilee? 


42 Hlath not the 33 
| aid, That Chriſt cometh of 


the ſeed: of David, and out of 
the to vn of Bethlehem, where i 
Dayid was ? 

43 - So there was a diviſion 
among the people becauſe of 
him. 

44 And ſome of them would 
have taken him; but no man 
laid hands on him. 

45 Then came the offi- 
cers to the chief prieſts and 
Phariſees; and they ſaid unto 
them, Why have ye not ne 
him? 

46 The officers anſwered, 
Never man ſpake like this man.

19 C Repent ye therefore, 
and be converted, that your 
ſins may be blotted out, when 
the times of refreſhing ſhall 
come from the preſence of the 
Lord, 

20 And he ſhall ſend Je- 
ſus Chriſt, which before was 
preached unto you- 

21 Whom the heaven muſt 
receive, until the times of re- 
which 
God hath ſpoken by the mouth 
of all his holy prophets, ſince 
the world a | 

22 For Moſes truly faid un- 
to the fathers, A prophet ſhall 
the Lord your God raiſe up 


unto you, of your. brethren, 


like unto me; him ſhall ye 
hear in all things, whatſoever 
he ſhall ſay. unto you. 


23 And it ſhall come tf 


paſs, that every ſoul which wil 


not hear that prophet, ſhall] 


be deſtroyed from among the 
people. 
24 Yea, and all the pro. 
phets from Samuel, and thoſe 
that follow after, as many az 
have ſpoken, have likewiſe 
foretold of theſe days. 

25 Ye are the children of 
the prophets, and of the cove. 


nant which God made with 


our fathers, ſaying unto Abra. 
ham, And in thy ſeed ſhall all 
the kindreds of the earth be 
bleſſed. | 

26 Unto you firſt, God 


having raiſed up his Son Jeſs, 


ſent him to bleſs you, in 'turn- 
ing away every one of you 
from his iniquities. 
C HA P. IV. 
ND as they ſpake unto 
the people, the prieſts 
and the captain of the templ: 
and the Sadducees came upo.

16 "Saying, What ſhall we 
do to theſe men ? for that in- 
deed a notable miracle hath 
been done by them, is manifeſt 
to all them that dwell in * 
ſalem, and we cannot deny it. 

17 But that it ſpread no 
further among the people, let 
us ſtraitly threaten them, that 
they ſpeak henceforth to no

18 And they called them, 
and commanded them not to

19 But Peter and John an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto them,

27 For of a truth againſt 
thy holy child Jeſus, whom 
thou haſt anointed, both Herod 
and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles, and the people of I- 
rael were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatſoever 
thy hand and thy counſel de- 
termined before to be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold 
their threatenings: and grant 
unto thy ſervants, that with all 
boldneſs they may ſpeak thy 
word,

Ananias, with Sapphira

3 But Peter faid, Ananias, 
why hath Satan filled thine

ver vas fold, was it not in thine 
the own power? why haſt thou 
* conceived this thing in thine

;5 And Ananias hearing theſe 
words, fell down, and gave up 
the ghoſt: and great fear came 
on all them that heard theſe 
things. | | 

6 And the young men a- 
roſe, wound him up, and car- 
ried him out, and buried Him. 

7 And it was about the 
ſpace of three hours after, 


e when his wife, not knowing 
* what was done, came in. 

* 8 And Peter anſwered unto 
f her, Tell me whether ye fold 


the land for ſo much. And 
- ſhe aid, Yea, for ſo much. 
9 Then Peter ſaid unto her, 


Aumias and Sapphira. Ch ap. v. Many miracles wrought. 


How is it that ye have agreed 
together to tempt the Spirit 
of the Lord ? behold, the feet 
of them which have buried 
thy huſband are at the door, 
and ſhall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell ſhe down 
ſtraightway at his feet, and 
yielded up the ghoſt : and the 
young men came in, and found 
her dead, and carrying her 
forth, buried her by her huſ- 
band. | 

11 And great fear came up- 
on all the church, and upon as 
many as heard theſe things. 

12 And by the hands of 
the apoſtles were many ſigns and 
wonders wrought among the 
people; (and they were all with 
one accord in Solomons porch, - 

13 And of the reſt durſt no 
man join himſelf to them: but 
the people magnified them. 

14 And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, mul- 
titudes both of men and wo- 
men) . 

15 Inſomuch that they 
brought forth the ſick into 
the ſtreets, and laid ben on 
beds and couches, that at the 
leaſt the ſhadow of Peter paſſ- 
ing by, might overſhadow _ 


' ſome of them, 


16 There came alſo a mul- 
titude aut of the cities round 
about unto Jeruſalem, bring- 
ing ſick folks, and them which 
were vexed with unclean ſpi-

rits: and they were healed 
every one. 4 | 

17 C Then the high prieſt 
roſe up, and all they that were 
with him (which is the ſect of 
the Sadducees) and were filled 
with indignation, _ | 

18 And laid their hands on 
the apoſtles, and put them in 
the common priſon. 
19 But the angel of the 
Lord by night opened the 
priſon doors, and brought 
them forth, and ſaid, 

20 Go, ſtand and ſpeak in 
the temple to the people, all 
the Sac of this We. 

21 And when they heard 
that, they entered into the 
temple early. in the morning, 
and taught. But the high 
prieſt came, and they that 
were with him, and called the 
council together, and all the 
_ ſenate of the children of Iſrael, 
and ſent to the priſon to have 
them brought, 

22 But when the officers 
came, and found them not in 
the priſon, they returned, and 
told, (TE , 

23 Saying, The priſon truly 
found we ſhut with all ſafety, 
and the keepers ſtanding with- 
out before the doors: but when 

we had opened, we found no 
man within. 

24 Now when the high 
prieſt, and the captain of the 
temple, and the chief prieſts 


heard theſe things, they doubt. 
ed of them whereunto this 
would grow. | 

25 Then came one and told 
them, ſaying, Behold, the men 
whom ye put in priſon, are 
ſtanding in the temple, and 
teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain 
with the officers, and brought 
them without violence : (for 
they feared the people, leſt 
they ſhould have been ſtoned) 

27 And when they had 
brought them, they ſet 7hen 
before the council : and the 
high prieſt aſked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we 
ſtraitly command you, that 
you ſhould not teach in this 
name? and behold, ye have 
filled Jeruſalem with your doc- 
trine, and intend to bring 
this mans blood upon us. 

29 Then Peter and the 
other apoſtles anſwered and 
ſaid, We ought to obey God 
rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers 
raiſed up Jeſus, whom ye ſlew, 
and hanged on a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted 
with his right hand 10 be a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance to Iſrael, and 
torgiveneſs of ſins. 

32 And we are his witneſſes 
of theſe things; and /o7s allo the 


holy Ghoſt, whom God hath

35 And faid unto them, Ye 


men of Iſrael, take heed to 
yourſelves, what ye intend to 
do as touching theſe men. 

36 For before theſe days 
role up Theudas, boaſting 
himſelf to be ſomebody, to 
whom a number of men, a- 
bout four hundred, joined 
themſelves : who was ſlain, 
and all, as many as obeyed 
him, were ſcattered, and 
brought to nought. * 

37 After this man roſe up 
Judas of Galilee, in the days 
of the taxing, and drew away 
much people after him : he 
alſo periſhed, and all, even as 
many as obeyed him, were 
diſperſed. 

38 And now I fay unto 
you, Refrain from theſe men, 
and let them alone : for if this 
counſel, or this work be of 
men, it will come to nought : 

39 But if it be of God, ye 
cannot overthrow it ; leſt ha 


ly ye be found even to fight 


againſt God. | 
40 And to him they agreed: 


Chap. vi. 


The apoſites releaſed. 
and when they had called the 
apoſtles, and beaten them, they 
commanded that they ſhould 
not ſpeak in the name of Je- 
ſus, and let them go. 

41 And they departed 
from the preſence of the coun- 
ci], rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to ſuffer ſhame 
for his name. 

42 And daily in the tem- 
ple, and in every houſe, they

ND in thoſe days, when 
A the number of the di- 
ciples was multiplied, there 
aroſe a murmuring of the 
Grecians againſt the He-

the multitude of the diſciples 
unto them, and faid, It is not 
reaſon that we ſhould leave 
the word of God, and ſerve 
tables. 
3 Wherefore, brethren, look 
ye out among you'ſeven men 
of honeſt report, full of the 
holy Ghoſt and wiſdom, whom 
we may appoint over this bu- 
ſineſs. | 

4 But we will give ourſelves 
continually to prayer, and to 
the miniſtry of the word. 

C4 And the faying pleaſed 
the whole multitude ; and they 
P4 choſe

choſe Stephen, a man full of 
faith, and of the holy Ghoſt, 
and Philip, 
and Nicanor, and Timon, and 
Parmenas, and Nicolas, a pro- 
ſelyte of Antioch. . 

6 Whom they ſet before 
the apoſtles : and when they 
had prayed, they laid heir 
hands on them. 

7 And the word of God 
increaſed ; and the number of 
the diſciples multiplied in Wn 
ruſalem greatly; and a great 
company of the prieſts were 
obedient to the faitn. 

S8 And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders 
ang miracles among the people. 

9 Then there aroſe cer- 
5 of the ſynagogue, which 
is called the Hnagegue of the 
Libertines, and Cyrenians, and 
Alexandrians, and of them of 


Cilicia, and of Aſia, diſputing 


with Stephen. 
10 And they were not able 
to reſiſt the wiſdom and the 
ſpirit by which he ſpake, 
11 Then they ſuborned men 
which ſaid, We have heard 
him ſpeak blaſphemous words 
againſt Moſes, and againſt God. 
12 And they ſtirred up the 
people, and the elders, and 
the ſcribes, and came upon him, 
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and Prochorus, 


' Stephen accuſed, 


ceaſeth not to ſpeak 'blaſphe. 
mous words againſt this a 
place, and the law. 

14 For we have heard * 
ſay, that this Jeſus of Naza. 
reth ſhall deſtroy this place, and 


ſhall change the cuſtoms which 


Moſes delivered us. 
15 And all that fat 1 in the 
council, looking ſtedfaſtly on 


him, ** his face as it had 


been the face of an angel. 
. . 
HEN ſaid the high prieſt, 
Are theſe things ſo? 
2 And he ſaid, Men, bre- 


thren, and fathers, hearken, 


The God of glory appeared 
unto our father Abraham, 
when he was in Meſopota- 
mia, before he dwelt in Char- 


ran, 


3 And ſaid unto him, Get 


thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and come 
into the land Sch I ſhall ſhew 
thee. 


4 Then came he out 7 the 


land of the Chaldeans, and

6 And God ſpake on this 
wiſe, that his ſeed ſhould ſo- 
journ in a ſtrange land, and 
that they ſhould bring them 
into bondage, and entreat hem 
evil four hundred years. 


7 And the nation to whom 


they ſhall be in bondage, will 
Roy ſaid God : and after 
that ſhall they come forth, 
and ſerve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him the co- 


venant of circumciſion: and ſo 


Abraham begat Iſaac, and cir- 
cumciſed him the eighth day : 
and Iſaac begat Jacob, and Jacob 
begat the twelve patriarchs. 

9 And the patriarchs, moved 
with envy, fold Joſeph into E- 
gypt: but God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of 


all his afflictions, and gave him 
fayour and wiſdom in the ſight 


of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and 
he made him governor over 
Egypt, and all his houſe. 

11 Now there came a dearth 
over all the land of Egypt and 
Chanaan, and great affliction; 
and our fathers found no ſuſte- 
nance. 5 

12 But when Jacob heard 
that there was corn in Egypt, 
he ſent out our fathers firſt. 

13 And at the ſecond 7:me 
1855 was made known to 

is brethren; and Joſephs kin- 
dred was made known unto 
Pharaoh. 


14 Then ſent Joſeph, and

16 And were carried over 
into Sychem, and laid in the 
ſepulchre that Abraham bought 
for a ſum of money of the ſons 
of Emmor the father of Sy- 


17 But when the time of 
the promiſe drew nigh,” which 
God had ſworn to Abraham, 
the people grew and multi- 
plied in Egypt, Wo. 
18 Till another king aroſe, 
which knew not Joſeph. 

19 The ſame dealt ſubtilly 
with our kindred, and evil en- 
treated our fathers, ſo that they 
caſt out their young children, 
to the end they might not live. 

20 In which time Moſes 
was born, and was exceeding 
fair, and nouriſhed up in his 
fathers houſe three months: 
21 And when he was caſt 
out, Pharaohs daughter took 


him up, and nouriſhed him for 
her own ſon. 


22 And Moſes was learned 
in all the wiſdom of the Egyp- 
tians, and was mighty in words 
and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full 


forty years old, it came into 


his heart to viſit his brethren 
the children of Iſrael. 
24 And 


Wen continueth the 
24 And ſeeing one of them 
ſaffer wrong, he defended him, 


and avenged him that was 


gm n ſmote the Egyp- 
= 5 F or he ſuppoſed his bre- 


thren would have underſtood, 


how that God by his hand 
would deliver them ; but they 
underſtood not. 

26 And the next day he 
ſhewed himſelf unto them as 
they ſtrove, and would have 
ſet them at' one again, ſaying, 
Sirs, ye are brethren; why do 
ye wrong one to another ? 

27 But he that did his neigh- 
bour wrong, thruſt him away, 

ſaying, Who made thee a ruler 
a judge over us ? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, 

thou didſt the Egyptian By 
day? 
209 Then fled Moſes at this 
faying, and was a ſtranger in 
the land of Madian, where he 
begat two ſons. 

30 And when forty years 
were expired, there appeared to 
him in the wilderneſs of mount 
Sina, an angel of the Lord in 
a flame of fire in a buſh. 

31 When Moſes ſaw it, he 
wondered at the ſight : and as 
he drew near to behold it, the 
voice of the' Lord came unto 
him, 

32 \ Saying, I am the God of 
thy fathers, the God of Abra- 


ham, and the God of Iſaac, 
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biftory of fuel. 
and the God of Jacob. Then 

Moſes trembled, and durſt not 

behold. 

33 Then faid the Lord to 
him, Put off thy ſhoes from 
thy feet : for the place where 
thou ſtandeſt is holy ground. 

34 I have ſeen, I have ſeen 
the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and I have 
heard their groning, and am 
come down to deliver them, 
And now come, I will ſend 
thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moſes whom they 
refuſed, faying, Who tk 
thee a ruler and a judge ? the 
ſame did God ſend is be a ruler 
_ a er fer by the hands 
of the angel which appeared to 
as him in — buſh. : 

36 He brought them out, 
after that he had ſhewed won- 
ders and ſigns in the land of 
Egypt, and in the Red ſea, and 
in the wilderneſs forty years. 

37 [This is that Moſes 
which ſaid unto the children of 
Ifrael, A prophet ſhall the 
Lord your God raiſe up unto 
youof yourbrethren, like unto 
me; him ſhall ye hear. 

38 This 1s he that was in 
the church in the wilderneſs, 
with the angel which ſpake to 
him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers : who received 
the lively oracles to give untous. 

9 To whom our fathers 
would not obey, but thruſt bim 
from 


Their idolatry, 
from them, and in their hearts 


turned back again into Egypt, ] 


40 Saying unto Aaron, 
Make us gods to go before us : 
for as for this Moſes, which 
brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, we wot not what is be- 
come of him. 

41 And they made a calf in 
thoſe days, and offered facrifice 
unto the idol, and rejoiced in 
the works of their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and 
gave them up to worſhip the 
hoſt of heaven; as it is written 
in the book of the prophets, O 
ye houſe of Iſrael, have ye of- 
fered to me ſlain beaſts, and 
acrifices, by the ſpace of forty 
years in the wilderneſs ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the 


| tabernacle of Moloch, and the 


ſtar of your god Remphan, 
figures which ye made, to wor- 
ſhip them : and I will 

you away beyond Babylon. 


44 Our fathers had the ta- 


bernacle of witneſs in the wil- 
derneſs, as he had appointed, 
ſpeaking unto Moſes, that he 
ſhould make it according to 
the faſhion that he had ſeen. 

45 Which alſo our fathers 
that came after, brought in with 
Jeſus into the poſſeſſion of the 
Gentiles, whom God drave out 
before the face of our fathers 
unto the days of David. 

46 Who found favour be- 
fore God, and deſired to find

a tabernacle for the God of 
acob. 

47 But Solomon built him 
an houſe. 

48 Howbeit, the moſt High

31 © Yeſtiffnecked, and 
uncircumciſed in heart and 
ears, ye do always reſiſt the 
holy Ghoſt : as your fathers 
did, fo do ye. 

52 Which of the proph

have not your fathers perſe- 


cuted ? and they have lain 


them which ſhewed before of 


the coming of the juſt One, 
of whom ye have been now 
the betrayers and murderers : 

3 Who have received the 
Jaw by the diſpoſition of angels, 
and have not kept ze. 

54 ¶ When they heard theſe 
things, they were cut to the 
heart, and they gnaſhed on him 
with their teeth.

5 Peter therefore was kept 
in 2 3 but prayer was 
made without ceaſing of the 
church untc God for him. 

6 And when Herod would 
have brought- him forth, the 
fame night Peter was ſleeping 
between two ſoldiers, bound 
with two chains ; and the 
keepers before the door kept 
the priſon. 

7 And behold, the angel of 
the Lord came upon him, and 
a light ſhined in the priſon : 
and he ſmote Peter on the ſide, 
and raiſed him up, ſaying, 
Ariſe up quickly. And his 
chains fell off from his hands. 


8 And the angel faid unto\ 
him, Gird thyſelf, and bind 


The Acts. Peter's impriſonment : 


on thy ſandals : And fo he did, 
And he faith unto him, Caſt 
thy garment about thee, and 
follow me. 

9 And he went out, and fol. 
lowed him, and wiſt not that 
it was true which was done by 
the angel: but thought he ſaw 


a viſion. 

10 When dp! Ne paſt 
the firſt and the ſecond ward, 
they came unto the iron gate 
that leadeth unto the city, 
which opened to them of his 
own accord : and they went 
out, and paſſed on through one 
ſtreet, and forthwith the angel 
departed from him. 

11 And when Peter was 
come to himſelf, he ſaid, Now 
I know of a ſurety that the 
Lord hath ſent his angel, and 
hath delivered me our of the 
hand of Herod, and from all 
the expectation of the people 
of the Jews. | 

12 And when he had con- 
ſidered ihe thing, he came to 
the houſe of Mary the mother 
of John, whoſe ſurname was 
Mark, where many were ga- 
thered together, praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at 
the door of the gate, a damſel 
came to hearken,named Rhoda. 

14 And when ſhe knew Pe- 
ters voice, ſhe opened not che 
gate for gladneſs,- but ran in, 


and told how Peter ſtood be- 


re the gate, 


15 And they ſaid unto her, 
Thou art mad. But ſhe con- 
ſtantly affirmed that it was 
even ſo. Then ſaid they, It 
is his angel. 

16 t Peter continued 


knocking: and when they 


had opened the dbor, and faw . 


him, they were aſtoniſhed. 

17 But he beckoning unto 
them with the hand to hold 
their peace, declared unto them 
how the Lord had brought 
him out of the priſon. And 
he ſaid, Go ſhew theſe things 
unto James, and to the bre- 
thren. And he departed, and 
went into another place. 

18 Now as ſoon as it was 
day, there was no ſmall ſtir 
among the ſoldiers, what was 


become of Peter. 


19 And when Herod had 
ſought for him, and found him 
not, he examined the keepers, 


and commanded that zZhey up 


ſhould be put to death. And 
he went down from Judea to 
Ceſarea, and there abode. 

20 E And Herod was high- 
ly diſpleaſed with them of 
Tyre and Sidon : but they 
came with one accord to him, 
and having made Blaſtus the 
kings chamberlain their friend, 


deſired peace; becauſe their 


country was nouriſhed by the 
kings country. 

21 And upon a ſet day, He- 
rod arayed in royal apparel, 


His deliverance. Chap. xi, 


a god, and not of a man, 


Paul and Barnabas. 
fat upon his throne, and mad 
an oration unto em. | 
22 And the people gave a 
ſhout, /aying; 1: is the voice of 


23 And immediately the 
angel of the Lord ſmote him, 
becauſe he gave not God the 
glory : and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghoſt, 

24 But the word of God 
grew, and multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul 
returned from Jeruſalem, when 
they had fulfilled heir mini- 
ſtry, and took with them John, 
whoſe ſurname was Mark.

A ] OW there were in the 
church that was at An- 
tioch, certain prophets and 
teachers; as Barnabas, and Si- 
meon that was called Niger, 
and Lucius of Cyrene, and Ma- 
naen, which had been brought 
with Herod the tetrarch, 
and Saul. 

2 As they miniſtered to the 
Lord, and faſted, the holy 
Ghoſt ſaid, Separate me Bar- 
nabas and Saul, for the work 
whereunto I have called them. 

3 And when they had faſt- 
ed and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they ſent bem 
away. 

4 C Sothey being ſent forth 

by. the holy Ghoſt, departed 

unto Seleucia z and from thence 

they failed to Cyprus. 3 

20 Vv 5 
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5 And when they were at 


Salamis they preached the 


word of God in the ſynagogues 
of the Jews : and they had alſo 
John to heir miniſter. 
6 And when they had gone 
through the iſle unto Paphos, 
they found a certain ſorcerer, 
a falſe prophet, a Jew, whoſc 
name vas Barjeſus: 

7 Which was with the de- 

vty of the country, Sergius 

. a prudent man; who 
called for Barnabas and Saul, 
and deſired to hear the word 
of God, 1 : 

8 But Elymas the ſorcerer 

(for ſo is his name by inter- 
1 withſtood them, 
Jeeking to turn away the de- 
puty from the faith, 
9 Then Saul (who alſo 25 
called Paul) filled with the holy 
Ghoſt, ſet his eyes on him, 

10 And ſaid, O full of all 
ſubtilty and all miſchief, thou 
child of the devil, thou enemy 
of all righteouſneſs, wilt thou 
not ceaſe to pervert the right 
way of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the 
hand of the Lord is upon thee; 
and thou ſhalt be blind, not 
ſeeing the ſun for a ſeaſon. 
And immediately there fell on 
him a miſt and a darkneſs; 
and he went about ſeeking 
ſome to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when 
he ſaw what was done, believed,

His ſermon there” Chap. xiii. concerning Cr. 
fifty years, until Samuel the ſabbath-day, they have fulfilled 
prophet. them in condemning him. 


21 And afterward they de- 
fired a king: and God gave 
unto them Saul the ſon of Cis, 
a man of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, by the ſpace of forty 
years. 

22 And when he had re- 
moved him, he raiſed up unto 
them David to be their king ; 
to whom alſo he gave teſti- 
mony, and ſaid, I have found 
David the /n of Jeſſe, a man 
after mine own heart, which 
ſhall fulfil all my will. 

23 Of this mans feed hath 
God, according to his pro- 
miſe, raiſed unto- Iſrael a Sa- 
viour Jeſus: 

24 When John had firſt 
preached before his coming, 
the baptiſm of repentance to 
all the people of Iſrael. h 
25 Andas John fulfilled his 
courſe, he ſaid, Whom think 
ye that Iam? I am not he. 


| But behold, there cometh one 


after me, whoſe ſhoes of his 
feet I am not worthy to looſe. 

26 Mon and brethren, chil- 
dren of the ſtock of Abraham, 
and whoſoever among you fear- 
eth God, to you is the word of 
this ſalvation ſent. 

27 For they that dwell at

28 And though they found 
no cauſe of death in bim, yet 


deſired they Pilate that he

39 And by him all that 
believe are juſtified from all 
things, from which ye could 
not be juſtified by the law of 
Moſes. 

40 Beware therefore, left 
that come upon you, which is 
ſpoken of in the prophets, 
41 Behold, ye defpiſers, 
and wonder, and periſh : for 
I work a work in your days, 
a work which you ſhall in no 
wiſe believe, though a man 
declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were 
gone cut of the ſynagogue, the 
Gentiles beſought that theſe 
words might be preached to 
them the next ſabbath. ._ 

43 Now when the congre- 
gation waszbroken up, many 
of the Jews, and religious pro- 
ſelytes, followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas; who ſpeaking to them, 
perſuaded them to continue in 
the grace of God. k 

44 And the next ſabbath- 
day came almoſt the whole city 
together to hear the word of

47 For fo hath the Lord 
commanded us, ſaying, I have 
ſet thee to be a light of the 
Gentiles, that thou ſhouldeft 
be for ſalvation unto the end;

16 And it came to paſs, 
as we went to prayer, a cer- 
tain damſel, poſſeſied with a 
ſpirit of divination, met us, 
which brought her maſters 
much gain by ſoothſaying: 

17 The ſame followed Paul 
and us, and cried, ſaying, Theſe 
men are the ſervants of the 
moſt high God, which ſhew 
-unto us the way of ſalvation. 

18 And this did ſhe many 
days. But Paul being grieved,

30 And when it was told 
me, how that the Jews laid 
wait for the man, I ſent ſtraight-

= a peſtilent fellow, and a 
mover of ſedition among all 
the Jews throughout the world, 
and a ringleader of the ſect of 
the Nazarenes: 

6 Who alſo hath gone a- 
bout to profane the temple : 
— we took, and would 


have judged Mis to our 


law.. 


. Commanding 3 accuſers 
to come unto thee : by exa- 


mining of whom thyſelf may- 


eſt take knowledge of all theſe 
things, whereof we accuſe him. 
9 And the Jews alſo aſſent- 


ed, ſaying, that - theſe things £ 
from Aſia found me purified 


were ſo. 

10 Then Paul, fir that 
the governor had beckened 
unto him to ſpeak, anſwered, 
Foraſmuch as I know. that 
thou haſt been of many years 
a judge unto this nation, I do 
the more cheerfully anſwer for 
myſelf: 

4 Becauſe that thou mayeſt 
n. a there are yet

but twelve days ſince I went up |

12 And they neither found 
me in the temple diſputing 
with any man, neither raiſing 
up the people, neither in the 
ſynagogues, nor in the city :

22 And when Felix heard 
theſe things, having more per- 
fect knowledge of hat way, he 
deferred them, and faid, When 
Lyfias the chief captain ſhall 
come down, I will know the 
uttermoſt of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a 
centurion to keep Paul, and to 
let him have liberty, and that 
he ſhould forbid none of his 
acquaintance to miniſter, or 
come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, 
when Felix came with his wife 


Druſilla, which was a Jeweſs, go 


he ſent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Chriſt. 
25 And as he reaſoned of 
righteouſneſs, temperance, and 
judgement to come, Felix 
trembled, and anſwered, Go 
thy way for this time ; when 
I have a convenient ſeaſon, I 
will call for thee. pra 
26 He hoped alfo that mo- 
ney ſhould have been given 
him of Paul, that he might 
looſe him : wherefore he 255 
for him the oftner, and com- 
muned with him. 
27 Butafter two years, Por- 
cus Feſtus came into Felix 
room : and Felix, willing tv 
ſhew the Jews a pleaſure, left 
Paul bound. *

10 Then ſaid Paul, I ſtand 
at Ceſars judgement- ſeat, where 
I ought to be judged : to the 
Jews have I done no wrong, 
as thou very well knoweſt.

15 About whom, when I 
was at Jeruſalem, the chief 
Prieſts and the elders of the 
Jews informed me, deſiring 10 
bade judgement againſt him. 
16 To whom I anſwered, 
It is not the manner of the 


Romans to deliver any man 


to die, before that he which is 
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accuſed, have the accuſers face 
to face, and have licence to 
anſwer for himſelf concerning 
the crime laid againſt him. 
17 Therefore, when they 
were come hither, without any 
delay on the morrow, [ſat on the 
judgement-ſeat,andIcommand- 
ed the man to be brought forth. 
. 18 Againſt whom, when the 
accuſers ſtood up, they brought 
none accuſation of ſuch things 
as I ſuppoſed : 
19 But had certain queſtions 
againſt him of their own ſu- 
perſtition, and of one Jeſus, 
which was dead, whom Paul 


affirmed to be alive. 


20 And becauſe I doubted 
of ſuch manner of queſtions, 
I aſked him whether he would 
go to Jeruſalem, and there be 
judged of theſe matters. 

21 But when Paul had ap- 
pealed to be reſerved unto the 


hearing of Auguſtus, I com- 


manded him to be kept till I 
might ſend him to Ceſar. 

22 Then Agrippa ſaid unto 
Feſtus, I would alſo hear the 
man myſelf. To morrow, ſaid 
he, thou ſhalt hear him. 

23 And on the morrow, 
when Agrippa was come, and 
Bernice, with great pomp, and 
was entered into the place of 
hearing, with the chief cap- 
tains and principal men of the 
city, at Feſtus commandment 
Paul was brought forth. 

24 And 
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24 And Feſtus faid, King 
Agrippa, and all men which 
are here preſent with us, ye 
ſee this man, about whom all 
the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jeruſa- 
lem, and alſo here, crying 
that he ought not to live any 
longer. | 

25 But when I found that he 
had committed nothing wor- 
thy of death, and that he him- 
ſelf hath appealed to Auguſtus, 
I have determined to ſend him. 

26 Of whom I have no cer- 
tain thing to write unto my 
lord. Wherefore I have brought 
him forth before you, and ſpe- 
cially before thee, O king A- 
grippa, that after examination 
had, I might have ſome what 
to write. 

27 For it ſeemeth to me 
unreaſonable to ſend a priſoner, 
and not withal to ſignify the 
crimes laid againſt him. 

CHAP. XXVL 
HEN Agrippa faid unto 
Paul, Thou art permit- 
ted to ſpeak for thyſelf. Then 
Paul ftretched forth the hand, 
and anſwered for himſelf, 

2 I think myſelf happy, 
king Agrippa, becauſe I ſhall 
anſwer for myſelf this day be- 
fore thee, touching all the things 
whereof I am accuſed of the 
Jews : 


3 Eſpecially, becauſe I know | 


thee to be expert in all cu- 


before Agrippa. 
ſtoms and queſtions which are 
among the Jews: wherefore I 
beſeech thee to hear me patt- 
ently. 

4 My manner of life from 
my youth, which was at the 
firſt among mine own nation 
at Jeruſalem, know all the 
Jews, 

5 Which knew me from 
the beginning (if they would 
teſtify) that after the moſt 
ſtraiteſt ſect of our religion, I 
lived a Phariſee. 

6 And now I ſtand, and 
am judged for the hope of the 
promiſe made of God unto our 
tathers : | 

7 Unto which promiſe our 
twelve tribes inſtantly e 
God day and night, hope to 
come: for which hope fake, 
king Agrippa, I am accuſed of 
the Jews. 

8 Why ſhould it be thought 
a thing incredible with you, 
that God ſhould raiſe the dead? 

9 I verily thought with my- 
ſelf, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of 
Jeſus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I alſo did 
in Jeruſalem: and many of the 
ſaints did I ſhut up in priſon, 
having received authority from 
the chief prielts ; > and when 
they were put to death, I gave 


my voice againſt them. 


11 And I puniſhed them oft 
in every ſynagogue, and com- 
8 3 pell-d 


pelled them to blaſpheme ; and 
being exceedingly mad againſt 
them, I perſecuted them even 
unto ſtrange cities. 

12 Whereupon, as I went 
to Damaſcus, with authority 
and commiſſion from the chief 
prieſts; 

13 At 3 O king, I 
ſaw in the way a light from 


heaven, = king the brightneſs 
of the fun, ſhining round a- 


bout me, and them which 
rr with me. 

4 And when we were all 
fallen to the earth, I heard a 
voice ſpeaking unto me, and 
ſaying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou 
me? I is hard for thee to kick 
againſt the pricks. 

15 And I faid, Who art 
thou, Lord? And he ſaid, Iam 
Jeſus, whom thou perſecuteſt. 
156 But rife, and ſtand upon 
thy feet: for 1 have appeared 
unto thee for this purpoſe, to 
make thee a miniſter and a 
witneſs both of theſe things 
which thou haſt ſeen, and of 
thoſe things in the which I will 
appear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the 
people, and from the Gentiles, 
_ unto whom now I ſend thee, 
18 Toopen their eyes, and 
to turn them from darkneſs to 
light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God, that they may 
receive forgiveneſs of fins, and 
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bis converſion. 
inheritance among them which 
are ſanctified by faith that is 
in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king A. 
grippa, I was not diſobedient 
unto the heavenly viſion : 

20 But ſhewed firſt unto 
them of Damaſcus, and at Je- 
ruſalem, and throughout all the 
coaſts of Judea, and then to 
the Gentiles, that they ſhould 
repent and turn to God, and do 
works meet for repentance. 

21 For theſe cauſes the Jews 
caught me in the temple, and 
went about to kill me. 

22 Having therefore ob- 


tained help of God, I continue 


unto this day, witneſſing both 
to {mall and great, ſaying none 
other things than thoſe which 
the prophets and Moſes did 
ſay ſhould come : 

23 That Chriſt ſhould ſuf- 
fer, and that he ſhould be the 
firſt that ſhould riſe from the 
to dead, and ſhould ſhew light 


unto the people, and to the 


Gentiles. 
24 And as he thus ſ. pake 
for ira Feſtus ſaid — 


a loud voice, Paul, thou art 


beſide thyſelf: much learning 
doth make thee mad. 

25 But he faid, I am not 
mad, moſt noble Feſtus; but 


ſpeak forth the words of truth 


and ſoberneſs. 
26 For the king knoweth 
of thele ching, betore whom 
allo 


— 
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alſo I ſpeak freely: for I am 
perſuaded that none of theſe 
things are hidden from him ; 
for this thing was not done in 
a corner. 


27 King Agrippa, believeſt 


thou the prophets ? I know 
that thou believeſt. 

28 Then Agrippa ſaid unto 
Paul, Almoſt thou perſuadeſt 
me to be a Chriſtian, 

29 And Paul faid, I would 
to God, that not only thou, 
but alſo all that hear me this 
day, were both almoſt, and 


altogether ſuch as I am, ex- 


© 


cept theſe bonds. 
30 And when he had thus 
eben, the king roſe up, and 
the governor, and Bernice, and 
they that ſat with them. 

31 And when they were 
gone aſide, they talked be- 
tween themſelves, ſaying, This 
man doeth nothing worthy of 
death, or of bonds. 

32 Then ſaid Agrippa unto 
Feſtus, This man might have 
been ſet at liberty, if he had 


not appealed unto Ceſar. 


CHAP. AXVIL 
ND when it was deter- 
mined that we ſhould 
ſail into Italy, they delivered 
Paul and certain other priſon- 
ers unto one named Julius, a 
centurion of Auguſtus band. 
2 And entering into a ſhip 
of Adramyttium, we lanched, 
meaning to fail by the coaſts

of Aſn, one Ariſtarchus a Ma- 
cedonian of Theſſalonica, be- 
ing with us. 

3 And the next day we 
touched at Sidon. And Julius 
courteouſly entreated Paul, and 
gave him liberty to go unto his 
friends, to refreſh himſelf. 

4 And when we had lanch- 
ed from thence, we ſailed un- 
der Cyprus, becauſe the winds 
were contrary. 

5 And when we had failed 
over the ſea of Cilicia, and 
Pamphylia, we came to Myra, 
a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion 
of Alexandria 
failing into Italy; and he put 
us therein. | 

7 And when we had failed 
ſlowly many days, and ſcarce 
were come over againſt Cni- 
dus, the wind not ſuffering us, 
we failed under Crete, over 
againſt Salmone : | 

8 And hardly paſſing it, 
came unto a place which 1s 
called, The fair havens, nigh 
"TE was the city of La- 
ca, 

9 Now when much time 
was ſpent, and when failing 
was now dangerous, becauſe 
the faft was now already paſt, 
Paul admoniſhed them, 

10 And ſaid unto them, 
Sirs, I perceive that this 


voyage will be with hurt and 


much damage, not only of the 
84 lading 
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lading and ſhip, but alſo of 
our lives. : 
. 11 Nevertheleſs, the centu- 
rion believed the maſter and 
the, owner of the ſhip, more 
than thoſe things which were 
ſpoken by Paul. 

12 And becauſe the haven 
was not commodious to winter 
in, the more part adviſed to 
depart thence alſo, if by any 
means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter; 


which is an haven of Crete, 


and lieth toward the ſouth- 
weſt, and north-weſt. 

13 And when the ſouth 
wind blew ſoftly, ſuppoſing 

that they had obtained heir 
purpoſe, looſing thence they 
jailed cloſe by Crete, 

14 But not long after there 
aroſe againſt it a tempeſtuous 
wind, called Euroclydon. 
15 And when the ſhip was 
cavght, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let her drive, 

16 And running under a 
certain iſland which 1s called 
Clauda, we had much work 
to come by the boat : 

17 Which when they had 
taken up, they uſed helps, un- 
dergirding the ſhip; and fear- 
ing leſt they ſhould fall into 
the quickſands, ſtrake fail, and 
ſo were driven. / 

18 And we being exceeding- 
Jy toſſed with a tempeſt, the 
next day theylightened the ſhip; 


22 


Paul*s exbortation. 
19 And the third day we 


caſt out with our . own hands 
the tackling of the ſhip. 

20 And when neither. ſun 
nor ſtars in many days appear- 
ed, and no ſmall tempeſt lay on 
45, all hope that we ſhould be 
ſaved, was then taken away. 

21 But after long abſti- 
nence, Paul ſtood forth in the 
midſt of them, and ſaid, Sirs, 
ye ſhould have hearkened unto 
me, and not have looſed from 
Crete, and to have gained this 
harm and loſs. 

22 And now I exhort you 
to be of good cheer: for there 
ſhall be no loſs of any mans life 
among you, but of the ſhip. 

23 For there ſtood by me 
this night the angel of God, 
whoſe I am, and whom I ſerve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul ; 
thou muſt be brought before 
Cefar : and lo, God hath given 
thee all them that fail with 
thee. | 


25 Wherefore, firs, be of 


good cheer : for I believe God, 
that it ſhall be even as it was 
told me. | | 

26 Howbeit, we muſt. be 


caſt upon a certain iſland. 


27 But when the fourteenth 
night was come, as we . were 
driven up and down in Adria 
about midnight, the ſhipmen 
deemed that they drew near to 
ſome country : 


28 And founded, and found 
ic 


it twenty fathoms: and when 
they had gone a little further, 
they ſounded again, and found 
it fifteen fathoms. N 

29 Then fearing leſt they 
ſnould have fallen upon rocks, 
they caſt four anchors out of 
the ſtern, and wiſhed for the 
day. 

ol And as the ſhipmen 

were about to flee ut of the 
ſnip, when they had let down 
the boat into the ſea, under 
colour as though they would 
have caſt anchors out of the 
foreſhip, 
31 Paul faid to the centu- 
rion, and to the ſoldiers, Ex- 
cept theſe abide in the ſhip, 
ye cannot be ſaved. 

32 Then the ſoldiers cut off 
the ropes of the boat, and let 
her fall off. 


33 And while the day was 


coming on, Paul beſought 
them all to take meat, ſaying, 
This day 1s the fourteenth day 
that ye have tarried, and con- 
tinued faſting, having taken 
nothing, 5 

34 Wherefore I pray you 
to take /ome meat; for this is 
for your health : for there ſhall 
not an hair fall from the head 
of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus 
ſpoken, he took bread, and 
gave thanks to God in preſence 
of them all, and when he had 
broken z/, he began to eat. 
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fore 


but land fafeh. 


36 Then were they all. of 
good cheer, and they alſo took 
ſome meat. 

37 And we were in all in 
the ſhip, two hundred three- 
{core and ſixteen fouls. 

38 And when they had 
eaten enough, they lightencd 
the ſhip, and caſt out the 
wheat into the ſea. 

39 And when it was day, 
they knew not the land : bur 
they diſcovered a certain creek 
with a ſhore, into the which 
they were minded, if it were 
poſſible, to thruſt in the ſhip. 

40 And when they had 

taken up the anchors, they 
committed themſelves unto the 
ſea, and looſed the rudder- 
bands, and hoiſed up the main 
ſail to the wind, and made 
toward ſhore. 
41 And falling into a place 
where two ſeas met, they ran 
the ſhip aground 3 and the 
part ſtuck faſt, and re- 
mained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with 
the violence of the waves. 

42 And the foldiers counſel 
was to kill the priſoners, leſt 
any of them ſhould ſwim out, 
and eſcape. 

43 But the centurion willing 
to fave Paul, kept them from 
their purpole, and cemmanded 
that they which - could ſwim, 
ſhoald caſt /bemſeves firſt into 
the ſca, and get to land: 

44 And 
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44 And the reft, ſome on 
boards, and ſome on broten 
Pieces of the ſhip: And ſo it 
came to paſs, that they eſcaped 
all ſafe to land, | 

C HAP. XXVIII. 
ND when they were 
eſcaped, then they knew 
that the iſland was called Me-

2 And the barbarous peo- 
ple ſhewed us no little kind- 


neſs: for they kindled a fire, 


- and received us every one be- 


cauſe of the preſent rain, and- 


| becauſe of the cold. 


3 And when Paul had ga- 


- thered a bundle of ſticks, and 
laid them on the fire, there 
came a viper out of the heat, 
and faſtened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians 
ſaw the venomous beaſt han 
on his hand, they ſaid among 
themſelves, No doubt this man 


is a murderer, whom though he 


hath eſcaped the ſea, yet venge- 
ance ſuffereth not to live. 
5 And he ſhook off the beaſt 
into the fire, and felt no harm. 
6 Howbeit, they looked 
when he ſhould have ſwollen, 
or fallen down dead ſuddenly: 
but after they had looked a 
great while, and ſaw no harm 
come to him, they changed 
their minds, and ſaid that he 
was a god. | 
7 ln the ſame quarters were 


the iſland, whoſe name was 
Publius, who received us, and

8 And it came to paſs, that 


the father of Publius lay fick | 


of a fever, and of a bloody 
flux: to whom Paul entered in, 
and prayed, and laid his hands 
on him, and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, 
others alſo which had diſeaſes 
in the iſland, came, and were 
heel: 

10 Who alſo honoured us 
with many honours, and when 
we departed, they laded us with 
ſuch things as were neceflary. 

11 And after three months, 
we departed in a ſhip of Alex. 
andria, which had wintered in 
the iſle, whoſe ſign was Caſtor 


and Pollux. 


12 And landing at Syracuſe, 
we tarried here three days. 
13 And from thence we fet 
a compaſs, and came to Rhe- 
gium : and after one day the 
ſouth wind blew, and we came 
the next day to Puteoli: 

14 Where we found bre- 
thren, and were deſired to tarry 
with them ſeven days: and fo 
we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when 
the brethren heard of us, they 
came to meet us as far as Appii- 
forum, and the Three taverns: 
whom when Paul ſaw, he thank- 


poſſeſſions of the chief man of ed God, and took courage. 


16 And 
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16 And when we came to 
Rome, the centurion delivered 
the priſoners to the captain of 
the guard: but Paul was ſuf- 
fered to dwell by himſelf, with 


I a ſoldier that kept him. 
17 And it came to paſs, 


that after three days, Paul 
called the chief of the Jews 
together. And when they 


were come together, he faid J 


unto them, Men and brethren, 
though I have committed no- 
thing againſt the people or 
cuſtoms of our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prifoner from 
Jeruſalem into the hands of 
the Romans. 

18 Who when they had 
examined me, would have let 
me 20, becauſe there was no 
cauſe of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews ſpake 
againſt it, I was conſtrained 


to appeal unto Ceſar ; not that 


I had ought to accuſe my na- 
tion of. | 

20 For this cauſe therefore 
have I called for you, to ſee 
you, and to ſpeak with you : 
becauſe that for the hope of 
Iſrael I am bound with this 
chain, 

21 And they ſaid unto him, 
We neither received letters 
out of Judea concerning thee, 
neither any of the brethren 
that came, ſhewed or ſpake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we deſire to hear of 
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thee what thou thinkeſt: for 
as concerning this ſet, we 
know that every where it is 
ſpoken againſt. - 

23 And when they had ap- 
pointed him a day, there came 
many to him into his lodging ; 
to whom he expounded and 
teſtified the kingdom of God, 
perſuading them concerning 
elus, both out of the law of 
Moſes, and out of the pro- 
phets, from morning till even- 
ing. | 

24 And ſome believed the 
things which were ſpoken, and 
ſome believed not. 6 

25 And when they agreed 
not among themſelves, they 
departed, after that Paul had 
ſpoken one word, Well ſpake 
the holy Ghoſt by Efaias the 
prophet, unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this 
people, and ſay, Hearing ye 
{hall hear, and ſhall not un- 
derſtand ; and ſeeing ye ſhall 
ſee, and not perceive. 

27 For the heart of this 
people is waxed grols, and their 
ears are dull of hearing, and 
their eyes have they cloſed; 
leſt they ſhould ſee with their 
eyes, and hear with heir ears, 
and underſtand with 7herr heart, 
and ſhould be converted, and 
I ſhould heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore 
unt) you, that the ſalvation 
of Gp is fent unto the Gen-

24 Wherefore God alſo 
gave them up to uncleanneſs, 
through the luſts of their own 
hearts, to diſhonour their own 
bodies between themſelves :

9 But they that will be rich, 
fall into temptation, and a 
ſnare, and into many fooliſh 
and kurtful luſts, which drown 
men in deſtruction and perdi- 
tion. 

10 For the love of money 
is the root of all evil: which 
while ſome coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themſelves through 
with many ſorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, 
flee theſe things: and follow 
after righteouſneſs, godlineſs, 
faith, love, patience, meekneſs.
